Claims 1-19 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(4), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a 
refractory attachment mountable by a mechanical latching means on a protectable surface of a gasifier with a heat exposure 
surface. The closest prior art of record is that of Gerhardus et al (US 5,273,212 A) which uses an adhesive to attach a 
refractory attachment but no mechanical latching means is taught or suggested in the art. 

Claims 1-19 have industrial applicability because the protective shield can be used in the fuel processing industry.
